Fran 12 to 18 F ebruary 1958, the 221st AT Arty Regt participated in a fiel d

various Czechoslovak military units participated* No orientation was given to 
the troops prior to troop mov ement* and this six-day problem was simply referred 
to as an "exercise" 1 


The members of the 221st AT Arty Regt boarded a troop train in NOTE ZAMKY 
(N49-09, El 7-05) (UTM BU-8919) at about 2000 hours on 12 February* The troop train 
consis ted of about four coaches for person nel and 30 to 40 boxcars fcr the equip- 
ment. I about 20 guns, 4° 30 Tatra-111 trucks, 

several uaz jeeps ana lour vans mounted on a Tatra-111 chassis, and field kitchens 
were loaded on the boxcars * The troop train passed through BRATISLAVA, BRECLAV 
(N48-46,E16~53) (UTM Xli-3903) and M0RAVSKY KRUML0V (N49-03,E16-19) (Ultt WQ-9634) . 

The entire regiment, with equipment, detrained at M0RAVSKY KRUML0V and advanced 
through the wooded areas in the direction of JIHLAVA (N49-24,E15-35) (UTM WQ-4271) 0 
The war games were started in the area located between JIHLAVA and HAVLICKUV BROD 
(N49-37, El 5-35) (UTM WQ-42 95) o While advancing, from M0RAVSKY KRUML0V toward 
JIHLAVA, [ various other unidentified units on the move, including 

large numbers of trucks and some unidentified heavy tanks camouflaged (whitewashed)
